jfeserves  available  in  the  kolkhozes  and  sovldiozes  for  pre-tenn  fulfillment 
df  :*the  goals  of  the  Seven-Year  Flan  for  Agrioulture,  for  still  more  rapid 
advances  in  the  work  of  building  communism,  and  for  the  fijrther  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  material  welfare  of  the  Soviet  people. 

The  work  of  the  December  Plenum  of  the  Central  Committee  of  the 
CPSU  provides  vivid  evidence  of  the  further  development  of  the  entire 
Soviet  social  structure,  of  the  extensive  development  of  Soviet  socialist 
democracy,  the  growth  in  the  areative  activity  and  the  ^itiatiye  of  the 
wide  masses  of  the  peoplery  and  of  the  indivisible  unity  of  the  Party  and 
the  people.

The  plenum  emphasized  that  as  mechanization  increased,  the  occupational 
specialisation  and  skills  should  also  increase,  not  only  among  the  sovkhoz 
workers,  but  also  among  the  kolldioz  peasants# 

The  ever  increasing  amount  of  machinery  supplied  to  the  kolMxozes 
has  already  led  to  the  introduction  of  the  appropriate  categories  of 
teclmical  skills  among  the  kolkhoz  peasants  on  some  of  the  kolkhozes. 

1‘kus,  for  example,  skilled  ratings  for  koUdioz  peasants  (master  of 
agriculture  of  the  first  class,  second,  and  third  classes,  et  cetera) 
were  awarded  by  special  q.ualifioatioriS  commissions  on  the  Kirov  Kolkhoz, 
Kuntsevskiy  Eayon,  Moscow  Oblast*.  The  initiative  of  this  kolldioz  has 
now  been  taken  up  by  several  other  kolkhozes.  All  these  new  things  in 
the  practice  of  kolkhoz  building  r6<iuire  pair*staking  study  and  incxusion 
in  appropriate  legislation. 

Production  norms  and  pay  rates  are  of  great  importance  in  the 
field  of  labor  relations  on  the  kolkhozes.  The  Plenum  of  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  OPStJ  recognized  that  as  mechanization  increases  in 
agricultural  production,  the  skills  of  the  kollshoz  peasants  improve,  and 
as  labor  is  better  organized,  it  will  be  essential  systematically  to 
review  and  establish  more  progressive  production  norms  and  pay  rates  on 
the  kolkhozes  similar  to  those  prevailing  in  industrial  enterprises.  At 
the  same  time,  as  the  plenum  pointed  out,  the  wages  paid  koUdioz  peasants 
should  not  surpass  the  wage  levels  of  the  workers  of  that  I’ayon  or  oblast*. 
The  ;.'orkers  and  the  kolkhoz  peasants  whose  joint  labor  creates  the  material 
wealth  cf  the  country  shou2.d  march  in  step  to  improve  their  well-being. 

This  vital  and  fundamental  position  should  find  legal  expression 
arid  consolidation  first  of  all  in  the  regulations  of  the  individual 
kolkhozes.  In  this  oonnection  it  has  now  become  r.eoessarj’',  as  previously 
suggested  by  people  from  some  advanced  ko3Jtb.oso3,  to  change  the  procedure 
for  distribution  of  income  on  the  kolkhozes  end  to  pay  wages  (simultane¬ 
ously  with  settlements  with  the  State)  to  kolkhoz  peasants  in  accordance 
wd-th  established  pay  rates}  then  ail  remaining  income  should  be  turned 
to  public  needs.  This  would  bring  greater  stability  into  kolkhoz  wages, 
thus  increasing  their  material  incentive  in  kolkhoz  production  and,  at 
the  same  time,  make  possible  the  growth  of  collective  funds.  All  these 
suid  many  other  labor  problems  on  the  kolkhozes  merit  further  thorough 
studj!-. 

The  historic  resolutions  of  the  December  Plenum  of  tlie  Central 
Committee  of  the  CE6IJ  have  aroused  the  working  enthusiasm  of  the  Soviet 
people,  an  enthusiasm  which  will  servo  as  a  guarantee  that  the  program 
outlined  by  the  Twenty-First  Congress  of  the  CPSU  for  a  sharp  improvement 
in  the  agrioultvire  of  our  nation  will  be  fulfilled  successfully  and 
ahead  of  schedule,  which  in  turn  will  accelerate  the  march  of  Soviet 
society  toward  communism. 
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
